Washington, December 19.— The 
largest peace time supply bill ever 
presented to congress—a measure car- 
rying more than three quarters of a 
billion dollars for treasury and post- 
office department activities during the 
coming fiscal year—was reported tv- 


day by the house appropriations com- 
mittee. 

The total is $763,180,522, or $11.- 
890,614 more than for the current 
year but approximately $12,000,000 
less than budget estimates. 

Of the combined total $126,911,107 
would go to the treasury and $636.,- 
269,415 to the postoffice department. 

Included in the treasury item is 
$11,000,000 for enforcement of prohi- 
bition—$783,120 more than recom- 
mended by the budget but $341,770 
less than the total available this year. 

In addition the bill carries $20,- 
997,835 for the coast guard which is 
now being used to prevent liquor 
smuggling. 

Transcontinental Air Mail. 

Among the -postoffice department 
items is $2,600, OOO for the _ trans- 
continental air mail service—$150,- 
000 less than the amount granted for 
this year. 

Chairman Madden estimated per- 
manent and indefinite appropriations 
for the treasury department which re- 
quire no legislative action would ag- 
gregate $1,340,853,955. He expects a 
reduction from $865,000,000 to $830,- 
000,000 next year in interest on the 
public debt. An automatie increase 
in the sinking fund was estimated at 
$310,000,000 this year and $323,175,- 
0OO next year. 

The bill carries $16,656,200 for the 
customs service—S$3 22 940 less than 
was appropriated last year; $417,600 
for the federal farm loan bureau: 
$48,921,860 for the internal revenue 
service, including the $11,000,000 for 
prohibition enforcement: $9,103,101 
for the public health service, and $1,- 
682,040 for mint and assay offices.

NAVY SUPPLY BILL 
PASSES IN HOUSE 


Washington, December 19.—Coinci- 
dent with the passage by the house late 
today of the naval supply bill, carry- 
ing iearly $300,000,000 for activities 
already authorized, Representative 
Britten, of Illinois, ranking republican 
on the house naval. committee, intro- 
duced a measure to appropriate $101,- 
400,000 for new naval construction. 

His measure would authorize the 
building of four scout cruisers costing 
$11,100,000 each and one floating dry 


| dock to cost $7,500,000, the elevation 
of turret guns of 13 battleships at an 
| aggregate cost of $6,500,000 and would 

increase the limit of cost of the two 
‘airplane carriers, Lexington and Sara- 


toga, now building, from $23,000,000 
to $33,000,000. 

Mr. Britten's bill automatically was 
referred to the naval committee and 
he said hearings which would be held 
on the proposal would serve the pur- 
pose of drawing from navy department 
officials the information as to the ex- 
act condition of the American navy 
he has been sceking to. bring out 
through a congressional investigation. 

On the senate side of the capitol the 
naval committee shelved the resolution 
of Senator King, democrat, Utah, pro- 
posing a searching inquiry into the 
status of the navy, but agreed to seek 
from the navy department data which 
will show whether the United States is 
keeping up its end of the arms confer- 
ence 5-5-3 ratio. 

In addition to the reference made 
to it in the Britten bill, the question 
of gun elevation also -as_ brought 
again into prominence today by the 
announcement at the white house that 
a note setting forth the views of Great 
Britain was before the state depart- 
ment. Hitherto the officials had not 
eevealed that the British representa- 
tions on the subject went beyond mere 
informal suggestions and_ inquiries. 
Neither the white honse nor the state 
department would elaborate on today’s 
announcement, or indicare what might 
be the next step in the diplomatic an- 
gle of the controversy.

PROGRESS {5 MADE 
UN SHOALS BILL 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, Wecember 19.—The 
senate made such progress today on 
the Underwood Muscle Shoals bill 
that a final vote appeared likely soun 
after the Christmas recess. 

A number of amendments 
hitherto proved troublesome were dis- 
posed of and, although there was no 
announced agreement on a time for 
a final roll-call, the day's develop- 
ments appeared to be accepted by 
both sides as promising an early yvet- 
tlement of the issue. 

After two days of debate the sen- 
ate today accepted 41 to 29, the 
amendment by Senator Walsh, demo- 
crat, Montana, providing for govern- 
ment.regulation of power distributed 
interstate. 

Opposes State Regulation. 

The Walsh ar-endment served to 
put the senate on record as being 
opposed to state regulation of a gov- 
ernment corporation. ‘As drawn, the 
bill provided for state regulation of 
power produced at Muscle Shoals by 
either a lessee or government corpora- 
tion. The amendment requires fed- 
eral regulation of power produced by 
the lessee, in event the states are 
unable to agree on terms and leaves 
regulation of power distributed under 
government operation to the f. leral 
corporation operating the property. 

Sixteen republicans, 24 democrats 
and one farmer-labor voted for the 
amendment, while 19 republicans and 
10 democrats voted against it.

Senator Underwood made no seri- 
ous objections to the amendment but 
considered it unnecessary.

Among these was one by Sen- 
ator George, democrat, Georgia, 
which requires the distribution of all 
power not needed for the manufacture 
of fertilizer. ‘Two otbers were intro- 
ducec by Senator Harris, democrat, 
Georgia, which provide that a lease 
of the property cannot be transferred 
without the approval of the president 
and that farmers will be given pref- 
erence in the sale of fertilizer. 

Norris Renews Attack. 

Amendments by Senator Dial, demo- 
erat, South Carolina, authorizing 
leasing of the property either separate- 
ly or as a whole, and by Senator How- 
ell, republican, Nebraska, requiring 
the lessee to set aside “an acequate 
reserve fund’ to cover depreciation 
and guarantee the government against 
loss, also were adopted. 

At the opening of the session Sena- 
tor Norris, republican, Nebraska, 
again charged that the General Elec- 
trie company was the head of the 
“water-power trust” of America. He 
declared the company owned the Ala- 
bama Power company and other light 
and power companies scattered over 
the United States by stock ownership 
and interlocking directorates. 

To illustrate his statement, he said 
the common stock of the Alabama 
Power company was owned by the 
S.utheastern Power and Light com- 
pany, of Maine, which is in turn own- 
ed by the Electric Bond and Share 
company. which is owned by the Gen- 
eral Electric company. 

Hints at Slush Gifts. 

Senator Norris said he would like 
to know how many of these power 
directors “had contributed to the can- 
paign just ended.’ 

Senator Shinpsteady farmer-labor, 
Minnesota, said he wished to know 
who owned tke General Electrie come 
pany, adding “I understand it is oue 
of the Morgan firms.” 

Defending the Norris 
operation bill, Senator Jobnson, re- 
publican, California. criticised Sen- 
ator Underwood for accusing Sen- 
ator Norris, of “dreaming dreams,” 
declaring the process of the world 
had been built on dreams. He 
enid he would not subscribe to the idea 
that a public utilities plant cannot be 
successful under publie oneration. 

Citing the publicly owned plant in 
Ontario, Canada, as an example of 
successful public operation,. the Cali- 
fornia senator asked: 

“Do we insist that what the prov-

Senator Heflin, democrat, Alabama, 
declared that if Senator Norris was 
allowed to carry out his “dream” it 
would “create one of the greatest 
power trusts in the world.” as the 
Norris nll is “fa power bill solely.” 

Criticising senators opposed to the 
Underwood bill, which he said con- 
tnined the same fertilizer clauses as 
the Henry Ford bid, the Alabatns 
senator shouted: 

“Farmers have more friends on the 


hustings and less friends in legisla- | 


tive bodes than any class I know. 
These loud-meuthed candidates go out 
on the platform and pose as friends 
of the farmers and then turn them 
down when they have a chance to 
help them.” 


The first advertisement of a tele- 
phone company was published in a 
New Haven newspaper in 1877 and 
made it clear that subscribing for a 
telephone in those days consisted in 
leasing an instrument and not in buy- 
ing service, as is the case today. “The 
proprietors keep the instrument in re- 
pair without charge,” said the adver- 
tisement, “and the user has no expense 
except the maintenance of the line. 
It needs only a wire between the two 
stations, though 10 to 20 miles apart, 
with a telephone at each end.” De- 
spite this inducement and the further 
inducement that “the outside of the 
telephone is of mahogany, finely pol- 
ished. and an ornament to any room 
or office.” only one subscriber resuit- 
ed. The Rev. John E. Todd came for- 
ward and agreed to pay $18 a year for 
a telephone. He is believed tobe the 
first subscriber in the world to a com- 
mercial exchange. “ 
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FEDERATION HEAD 


New York, December 19.—William 
Green, a round-faced, stocky man 
who padded his bones with large 
round muscles by swinging a pick at 
the bottom of Ohbio coal mines, has 
been chosen to succeed the late Sam- 
uel Gompers as president of the 
American Federation of Labor. Green 
was elected by the A. F. of L. ex- 
ecutive council following a_ three- 
hour meeting here Friday. He en- 
tered the coal mines as a young boy. 

Announcement of his election was 
made by Green in a statement in 
which he pledged himself to carry 
out Gompers’ creed of trade unionism. 
Green was elected with the support 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America and of the Carpenters’ union, 
the largest trade union organizations 
in the United States. He claimed 
five of the ten council votes before 
the elective session began. 

The new president will serve until 
next October when the regular an- 
nual election of the federation will 
take place. The candidates Friday 
probably will have their names before 
the federation at that time, 

The men whom Green defeated 
were Matthew Woll, president of the 


Photo-Engravers’ union, and James 
Dunean, former’ president of the 
Granite-Cutters’ union. 

Green has gone along with Gom- 
pers on the major issues of trade 
unionism, but at the Montreal conven- 
tion of the federation in 1920, he op- 
posed Gompers’ stand on government 
ownership of railways. The new 
president then favored government 
ownership of the lines and there is 
fo reason to believe that he has since 
changed his mind. 

Is No Publicity Hound. 

Out in Coshocton, Ohio, are Green's 
home and wife and five children. He 
is 51 years old. A retiring nature 
and an always quiet manner when 
there are reporters about have kept 
Green's name out of the newspapers, 
but he is said to be a capabl>, hard- 
working trade unionist. with a re- 
cord that goes back to the abortive 
efforts of the almost forgotten Knights 
of Labor to improve the lot of tbe 
workers. 

Since 1912 Green has been actively 
engaged in politics as a democrat. He 


bas served a couple of terms in the 
Ohio state senate and has attended 
all national democratic conventions 
as an alternate or delegate since the 
Baltimore wrangle of 1912. 

Green has been a vice president of | 
the A. F. of L. since 19135. and be- | 
fore that bad been president of the 
Ohio braneh of the mine workers’ 
union. 

Gompers’ letters, speeches and 
printed words will guide the federa- 
tion in charting its future course, the 
new president said in announcing his 
election. 

Outlines His Policies. 

“Tt shall be my steadfast purpose 
to adhere to these fundamertal prin- 
ciples of trade unionism,” be said. 

“We will endeavor to promote col- 
lective bargaininz, the observance of 
wage agreements and the scceptance 
of the: organized labor muvement by 
all classes of people, as a ~ logical, 
necessary, moral force in the eco- 
nomic, industrial and social life of 
our nation. 

“Onr devotion to America and to 
American institutions must never be 
challenged. Our demand upon society 
for higher standards of life, better 
wages and humane conditions of em- 
ployment must ever be based upon 
our inalienable right to the enjoy- 
ment of life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness.” 

James P, Noonan, of the Interna- 
tional Association of Flectrieal 
Workers, was elected eighth vice presi” 
dent of the federation, bringing the

A TIMELY CONFERENCE. 

It is gratifying that Governor 
Walker has taken a definite step in 
arousing the law-abiding people of 
Georgia to their sense of responsi- 
biljty in running night-riding ruf- 
fians from this state. 

That a general conference of law 
enforcement officials and other 
prominent citizens from all sections 
of Georgia may be of some avai! is 
quite possible provided the objec- 
tive shall be to meet the situation 
as it is, and to actually remedy it, 
rather than to mimimize its serious- 
ness, and to extenuate it by com- 
parisons. 

Of course there is crime all over 
the country and always has been 
and always will be; but that does 
not excuse any part of Georgia's 
quota, nor does it, in any Sense, 
lessen the horror of crimes com- 
mitted ky thugs who, inspired by 
the sordid suggestions of invisible 
government, seek to ‘regulate’ 
communities and individuals, with a 
trail of blood left in their paths. 

There have been less lynchings in 
Georgia during the past year, as the 
world accepts that term for defin- 
ing a°crime. There have been less 
such lynchings everywhere.

The directors of Krupp’s giant gun 
factories in Germany have presented 
a bill to the British firm of Vickers, 
Ltd., also armament manufacturers, 
for payment of percentage on every 
shell fuse made by the latter during 
the first three years of the war. It 
appears that the two firms had en 
agreement previous to the war where- 
by Vickers was to pay to the German 
firm the sum of 6 pence on every 
shell fuse turned out. The agreement 
was dated to come to an end in 1917 
and Krupp’s is now demanding pay- 
ment of their share of the sale of 
fuses to the British government for 
the shooting of German soldiers. It 
is doubtful if the moneys demanded 
will be paid, says the Manchester 
Guardian, as Vickers consider the 
contract came to an end with the 
outbreak of the war. The case faint- 
ly resembles the historical incident 
of the war of 1673 between Holland 
and England. An Amsterdam mer- 
chant was brought to book for selling 
arms and munitions to the enemy. 
The cannon balls he sold were used 
to bombard his own country’s fleet. 
When the aristocratic members of the 
states-general only gently remon- 
strated with him for his lack of 
patriotism, he replied “Commerce 
knows no enemies. And if there were 
money in it, I would order my ships 
to sail through hell.”

Ibanez’ book “Alfonzo XIII, the 
Terror of Spain” is on sale at the 
Paris bookstands but Colonel Josiah 
Wedgewood, member of the house of 
commons told the home secretary dur- 
ing a session of the house that he 
had been unable to purchase the 
volume in London and he had been 
told by the book dealers that they had 
received frequent visits from inspec- 
tors of Scotland Yard. The home sec- 
retary said he would take no action 
until he had read the book. The 
Spanish government is making repre- 
sentation with Quai d’Orsay to sus- 
pend the sale of Ibanez’ indictment 
of the dictature in France, but has 
little hope of succeeding. For Premier 
Herriot and his ministers did not 
evade the question at ail when the 
Spanish ambassador some time ago 
protested against the presence on 
French soil of Professor Miguel Una- 
muno, former rector of the University 
of Salamanca, who was banished ky 
the Spanish government to a torrid 
island and who subsequently escaped 
to France. At that time M. Herriot 
seid: “France has at all times been 
an asylum for those persecuted for 
the sake of liberty. As long as I 
stand at the helm the republic will 
maintain that lofty position.” Still it 
becomes another matter when Ibanez’ 
airplanes drop -millions of pamphlets 
on Spanish cities and the airplanes 
ascend from French soil. That could 
be construed as an unfriendly act, 
and as such Spain will doubélgss re- 


gard it.

THE LEPROSY SITUATION. 
Old timers who will remember the 
infamous conduct of the country in 
the case of the leper named Early, 


who was subjected to the harshest 
kind of persecution and ill treatment 
at the hands of hysterical and incom- 
petent health authorities in various 
parts of the country, may be inter- 
ested in the present attitude of the 
country toward leprosy. A_ life in- 
surance company’s statistician sur- 
veyed the leprosy situation in 1923 
and a report of this has just appeared: 
As the report is bused upon tne re- 
lies to inquiries which were sent to 
health officers, some séasoning with 
salt ig to be expected, fommany health 
officers are still a little hysterical 
about leprosy. 

The roport tells us that there were 
two cases in the District of Colum- 
bia in 192s, 

“No case of leprosy occurred in 
Colorado in 1923.” But a leper is 
living on a ranch at Merino with his 
family. 

“No cases were officially reported 
by the Indiana state board of health 
in 1923.” A case of leprosy occurred 
in East Chicago, however, according 
to the report. a Mexican laborer, who 
escaped while an investigation was 
under way, and was thought to have 
gone back tu Mexico. 

Twenty cases were reported from 
various parts of California, Los An- 
veles, San Francigco, Oakland. Fres- 
no, Sacramento, San Jose, Martinez, 
San Quentin and Sebastopol reported 
Cases, 

I'wo cases occurred in Minnesota. 
There are 1ow four known lepers in 
the state—two in Minneapolis, one in 
Fairibault county, one in Freeborn 
county. Also a cured leper who has 
been a teacher for several years, and 
another whose whereabouts are un- 
known. 

Leprosy is not a reportable disease 
in New York state, so no one knows 
how many cases occurred, though at 
least one was discovered in Cattara- 
gus county. 

Eleven cases 
Texas. 

Two casea were reported in Balti- 
more, Md., one of which was sent to 
the Carville leprosarium. 

Massachusetts had one ase, fn the 
town of Wareham. This patient was 
deported early in 1924. 

Pennsylvania hed two cases, at 
Philadelphia and Shenandoah, The 
Shenandoah patient was deported to 
Spain. 

Thirteen new cases were reported 
in Louisiana, eight of which were in 
New Orleans. Incidentally, 108 of the 
209 patients in the federal leprosari- 
ur. at Carville, La., are natives of 
Louisiana. 

One case was reported from Lin- 
coln. Neb. The pstient was deported 
to Mexico. 

Arizona had three cases, two- Mexi- 
cans and a Chinese. 

Illinois had one case, in Chicago. 

The capacity of the federal lepro- 
sarium is to be increased to 500, to 
take care of the increasing number 
of cases which occur among our own 
people. 

However we may try to account for 
the traditional horror of leprosy in 
the popular mind. the disease as we 
know it today is but mildlv if at all 
infectious or contagious. It is ap- 
parently much less likely to be com- 
municated through casual contact or 
constant association with the patient 
than some other diseases such as tu- 
berculosis, are. But the institutional 
segregation and care of-persons with 
leprosy is more desirable than sani- 
tarinm care for persons with tuber-| 
culosis, for the reason that leprosy 
is not a wide-spread disease and prop- 
er care and treatment teaches the pa- 
tients how to prevent the spreading 
of the disease. Of course the same ad- 
vantage goes with the sanitarium care 
of tuberculosis patigits, but compara- 
tively little is gainegl by training the 
few, to prevent infection while the

Must Accept Verbatim. 


_ Thereafter, anyone who wants to 
lease Muscle Shoals must accept that 
contract verbatim. ‘There is no oppor- 
tunity for the change of a word. — It 
may be that a potential lessee would 
enter on the contract if a single minor 
change were made, but there is no 
way to make the change except by act 
of congress. Senator Jones’ amend- 
ment would permit the government 
commission and the lessee to agree 
upon a mutually acceptable form of 
contract, subject to ratification by 
congress. Senator Wadsworth would 
empower the commission to sign a 
binding contract without coming back 
{Oo congress. 

The way proposed by Senator 
Jones was the one that was adopted 
and worked well in the Smost com- 
plex previous negotiation the govern- 
ment has had to conduct, namely, the 
negotiations with European countries 
for the settlement of debts due us. 
These negotiations are carried on by 
a commission made up of cabinet 
members and others who arrive at 
a form of agreement with the repre 
sentatives of foreign countries, which 
agreement then comes back‘ to con- 
gress for ratification. 

Government Operation Rejected. 

One great step toward clarity of 
intention on the part of congress has 
been made. The senate has had a 
rell call on gove’nment operation of 
; Muscle Shoals and has rejected it. 
; The vote was on an amendment by 
Peoertgn’ Haar rae cf Carolina, to the 
effect that it “shall be the duty of 
the secretary of war to develop and 
utilize” Muscle Shoals “to its full- 
est capacity, primarily for the pro- 
duction of nitrogen for war and com- 
mercial fertilizer purposes.” 

Senator Smith made it clear that 
“this amendment of mine is the di- 
viding line, It will bring sharply to 
issue the question as to whether we 
ore going to delegate to private indi- 
viduals, or whether the government 
shall hold this great national asset.” 

On that question, the senate voted 
against government operation, 6&0 
that that apparently is past. 

Bill Much Amended. 

The reason for the Underwood 
hill’s loss of some support the past 
few dave lies in the facts already 
that the original 
form in whieh Senator Underwood 
‘wrete the bill is now being made so 


‘eomplex by amendments, and by yet 
‘other amendments which may be add- 


ed to it later by the lower house, 
fhat many have come to question 
whether the bill in its final form will 
provide an intelligible and reasonable 
besis on which to solicit bids. 

It is for these reasons that there 
is a considerable turning to the al- 
ternative of disposing of Muscle 
Shoals through a commission having 
power to negotiate and make changes 
to meet the minds of possible bidders.

Does Not Give 


Convict Freedom 


Destruction of the records of his 
trial does not give a convict in the 
Georgia state penitentiary the right 
to demand his freedom, according to 
an opinion handed down Friday by 
the supreme court. 

The case was that of L. M. Rob- 
erts against B. H. Dunaway, warden 
of the state prison farm. Roberts, who 
is serving a sentence after conviction 
of robbery in Walker county, brought 
habeas corpus proceedings agg:nst 
the warden, on tke ground that no 
record of his case, trial or ccaviction 
could be found in Walker county. Dis- 
appearance of these records became 
known when Roberts applied to the 
prison commission for parole. It is 
the custom to attach sworn copijes of 
these papers to all applications for 
parole and, when they could not be 
found the commission refused to con- 
sider his parole application. 

Roberts, in his habeas ccrpus pro- 
ceedings. argued that the impossibil- 
ity of securing these papers, coupled 
with the eommission’s refusal to. con- 
sider his case without them, deprived 
him of his rights. 

The supreme court, all justices con- 
curring, ruled thet it was not the 
duty of the prison authorities to 
prove that the trial records had exist- 
ed, but that it was the duty of the 
plaintiff to show, if he could, that 
they never had existed, which Rob- 
erte had not done.

“This morning,’ Shidehara_ said,

statement attributed to the premier 
about the Japanese government de- 
clining an overture from America to 
send the fleet an a friendly call to 
this country after the maneuvers. 
But these reports produce a grave 
misunderstanding, for this govern- 
ment could in nowise decline a_ pro- 
posal that never has been offered. 
Therefore there is no foundation in 
fact for the reports of the premier’s 
speech.” 

Charge Speech Added To. 

In explanation of the ‘official’ 
version of the speech distributed at 
the foreign office, it is now said flat 
this etatement was merely an Eng: 
lish’ translation of the speech story 
of the Asahi, a vemnacular news- 
paper. 

The whole affair is regarded as 
having arisen from the troubled state 
of Japanese politics, according to of- 
fieials. The inference intended is 
that a deliberate addition was made 
to the text of the premiers é«peech. 

Meanwhile, Japanese officials and 
the diplomatic corps are wondering 
if they are observing the beginnings 
of an international incident or mere- 
lv being entertained by a _ practical 
political joker. 


BLUNDER IS CHARGED 
IN WASHINGTON OFFICES. 

Washington December’ 1!).—Has 
somebody blundered again? That was 
the question being asked everywhere 
here following reports from ‘Tokio 
that the Japanese government had 
rejected suggestions that the Ameri- 
can fleet visit Japanese ports. 

Secretary of the Navy Wilbur re- 
fused to discuss the matter in any 
way. Secretary of State Hughes is 
out of the city. No comment was 
forthcoming from the state depart- 
ment, but there are some intimations 
that somebody here did make an in- 
formal suggestion of some kind, There 
Was a general disposition to hush the 
whole thing up as a blunder, follow- 
ing the effort of Secretary of State 
Hinghes Thursday to smooth out all 
ruftled feelings by his unusual state- 
ment welcoming the newly-appointed 
Japanese ambassadors to the United 
States. 

To forestall a misunderstanding be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
in regard to proposed maneuvers of 
the American fieet in Hawaiian 
waters next «pring, Representative 
Wingo, democrat, of Arkansas, Fri- 
day advised congress to keep its 
hands out of the matter entirely. 

Responsible public opinion in both 
Japan and United States, Wingo de- 
} clared, has full confidence iu the fair- 
ness and justice of President Coolidge 
and Secretary of State Hughes. 

“IT think they have handled a dif- 
ficult situation with the greatest 
credit,” Wingo said. “This being so 
'I think the best: thing congressmen 
can do is keep their mouths shut.” 

Wingo’s declaration followed a vig- 
orous demand on the part of Repre- 
sentative Huddleston, democrat, of 
Alabama, that the proposed maneu- 
vers be called off. 

“The strangest ineptitude and tact- 
lessness was exhibited by whoever was 
responsible for planning to hold such 
a maneuver,’ Huddleston declared, 


FRANCE IS WARNED 
TO SEE WAR SIGNS. 

Paris, December 19.—Japan must 
Le isolated if the destiny of the white 
race is to be secure, according to 
Albert Sarraut, former French Colo- 
nial minister and for seven years 
governor of French Indo-China, 
the trend of af- 
fairs in the east. 

“The United States and the Brit- 
ish dominions are as one in regard 
to Japan,” Sarraut said in a speech 
before the Universite das Annales. 
He urged his countrymen to look 
outside of Europe and to take cog- 
nizance of the bigger problem which 
is being played out on the world 
chessboard, * 

“All the Anglo-Saxon peoples have 
decided to shut their doors to the 
Japanese,” NSarraut said. “If the 
British, reenforce their naval base 
at Singapore, the Americans certain- 
ly will do the same at Hawaii. Janan 
will plead that she is being encircled. 
as Germany pleaded’ before the 
World war. 

“This is happening at a moment 
when Japan, fearing the hostility of 
I.ngland and the United States. is 
carrying on active conversations with 
soviet Russia. For the ordinary per- 
son this may be merely a coincidence, 
hut in the diplomatic world it is 
not so. 

“In the British empire the domin- 
ions aré playing every day a bigger 
and bigger role. Since the war the 
dominions are leading England. They 
pay slight attention to what is hap- 
rening in Europe. They cven do not 
want to ratify the Geneva protocol. 
They are watching the world con- 
flict. 

“France is limited in her views. 
The dominions are tellinec England 
very plainly that the menace is 
Japan. Let France think likewise.”

Stewart, who is said to have told 
Riordan that he regretted the affair 
but, in view of the fact that Riordan’s 
work had not been satisfactory, he 
would not interfere. 

Events Jeading up to the tragedy 
seem to have had their inception when 
Turner became manager of the store. 
Riordan is quoted as having said at 
that time that “Turner had determined 
to clean out the place,” and he seems 
to have entertained suspicion of Tur- 
ner at ail times. 

Direct Break Comes. 

However, no direct break came 
until the morning following the 1924 
annual outing of the force of the 
Stewart company held at Sweetwater 
creek early last summer. 

The morning after the outing, Mrs. 
Riordan is said to have reported late 
to work, and Manager Turner request- 
ed her resignation. After that Kior- 
dan is said to have had several dif- 
ferences with Turner, in which the 
latter was supported by Mr. Stewart.

Still another man who conversed 
with Riordan not more than 15 min- 
utes before he launched his campaign 
of death said that Riordan “looked 
queer’ and talked in a “flighty sort 
of way.” 

“When TI met Riordan late Friday 
afternoon,” this man teld The Con- 
stitution, “I expressed regret over the 
fact that he had lost his job and asked 
him if I could be of help in securing 
him another position. Riordan re- 
plied that he was negotiating with a 
Miami concern for a job, then launch- 
ed” into a tirade against Turner and 
Stewart. 

“His face was working with emo- 
tion and he spoke in a very peculiar 
way. Only a few minutes after we 
Stewart company.” 

Regarded As Capable. 

Riordan had worked in the Stewart 
company for ten years and was re- 
garded as a capable advertising man. 
He supplemented his work in this line 
by fitting shoes; and he had a wide 
acquaintance here. 

His home on North Boulevard— 
which was in darkness Friday night— 
is equipped in tasteful and expensive 
style, and Mrs. Riordan was knowr 
a “stvlishly dressed woman.” 

No indication that Riordan was in 
financial or domestie difficulty of anv 
kind has been so much as hinted at, 
and it is the consensus of opinion 
that resentment at the loss of his

This 
was the only reason they could give 
for his action Friday, declaring 
that ever since the-losing of the pos:- 
tion he had brooded over the matter. 

“He wasn’t the kind of man you 
would expect anything like that from,” 
nis friends said. 

They recited a story which had 
been told to them by Riordan, which 
follows in brief: 

Eight months ago Turner was 
made manager of the store. Riordan 
declared that Turner had made the 
remark that he “was going ‘to clean 
ont every man-in the place.” Several 
employees were dismissed. Riordan 
was always talking of “expecting t 
get his,” they said. 
WIFE BEGUED RIORDAN

During last summer Mr. Stewart 
entertained his employees at a_ pic- 
nie outing. The day after the re- 
turn to Atlanta, Mrs. Riordan was 
dismissed by Turner. Riordan told 
his friends that his wife had beggeri 
him to quit elso, but he “stayed on.” 

A week ago he was discharged.

“This opinion is fortified by the 
most astounding proposition that was 
laid before the accused prior to the 
indictments, and now boasted of in

tion that they waive their legal rights 
and consent to cross-examination with- | 


out the presence of counsel. Had such 
could have been regarded as animated 
by «<n impartial purpose to get at the 
truth, rather than by a partisan polit- 
ical motive to convict at all hazards, 
it would have been accepted.

Waghington, December 19.—A re- 


vival of pneumonic or bubonic plague 


throughout the world, with a recur- 
rence also of yellow fever—both dead- 


ly dis¢ases—is threatening to assume 
DR itercus proportions, and in two re- 
cent instances at least the plague has 
been brought to the shores of this 
country on vessels from infested areas’ 
The public health service is taking 
every precaution for the battle ex- 
ected in rhe next two years. The ©ut- 
comes of the plague in Los Angeles 
recently took a high toll of death. 
The recurrence of the plague has 
heen brought to public attention by 


Dr. J. D. Long, of the public health | 


service, who described it in detail to 
the house appropriations committee. 
Long explained tiat it is apparently 
a “recrudescence of a plague cycle 
that comes periodically.” 

General Recrucescence of Plague. 

“The reasons are not understood 
from the general standpoint, although 
they can be explained from the local 
standpoint, but there seems to be a 


general recrudescence throughout the | 


world at the present time, particular- 
ly of the rat plague,” he said. “We 
have known that the Mediterranean 
ports are aiready infested and all the 
boats that come from these ports as 
a matter of routine are considered as 
infected.” 

It is from that section that the 
plague was brought to this country 
In two recent instances, which have 
just been revealed for the first time. 


In one case, the plague developed on.

COAST GUARD UPHELD 
N FING ON YACH

Washington, December 19.—TIro- 
tests by M. M. Belding, millionaire 
New York manufacturer, against the 
action of the coast guard in stopping 
and boarding his yacht, the Cocoon, 


off Miami, Fla., have been found by 
the treasury to be without merit and 
it has closed its investigation of the 
case, , 

A letter has been sent to Mr. Beld- 
ing, it was announced today, setting 
forth that the treatment accorded his 
yacht was the same as they accorded 
any other ship in the circumstances, 
adding that there were more than 
48,000 vessels stopped and searched 
by coast guard in the last year. 

Mr. Belding’s yacht was stopped on 
the night of November 21. The cut- 
ter’s officers said they first signalled 
for the Cocoon to stop, and later fired 
into the water as a further warning, 
The Cocoon’s crew declared they did 
not hear the first signal. 

Mr. Belding telegraphed the presi- 
dent and the treaSury that this shot 
had hit his boat, but the investiga- 
tion failed, according to the letter, to 
develop this assertion as true. 

The yacht owner énsisted that the 
eoast guard crew which had boarded 
his vessel be summarily dismissed, 
He described the proceedings in his 
protests as an outrage, but the treas- 
urvy view as expressed in its letter to 
him was that the coast guard, under 
the law of 1799, had been authorized 
to fire “at or into” any craft failing 
to observe its signals to stop. 

Mr. Belding urged an independent 
investigation of the incident in addi- 
tion to the inquiry by the coast guard 
headquarters. ‘This was granted, but 
the results obtained by Special Agent 
Palmer did not differ from the find- 
ings of the coast guard board of in- 
quiry, the treasury letter said. 

The treasury sent copies of its let- 
ter dealing with the case to Senator 
Trammell, of Florida, and to some 
other members of congress who had 
been interested in the case through 
the action of the Miami Chamber of 
Commerce, which joined with Mr. 
Belding in making the protests. 


ZULUS ARE PLANNING 
TO SET UP REPUBLIC 


London, December 19.—Serious un- 
rest among the natives of South 
Africa is reported by the Cape 
Town correspondent of The Daily 
Iixprese, who says their aim is to 
set up a republic and establish theis 
complete independence of the white 
race, 

He quotes the newspapers of Cape 
Town to the effect that the Zulus 
are secretly arming. ‘The authori- 
ties at Pretoria, it is said, learned 
that a fund which the natives were 
collecting ostensibly for chureh build- 
ing was actually destined for use in 
buying arms and ammunition. 

The natives of southwest Africa 
also are said to be greatly disaffected 
and to be maintaining an arrogant 
attitude toward Europeans. Travelers 
from Rehoboth, the center of the dis- 
turbed area, report that the district 
is under martial law.

Chicago, December 19.—(By the As- 
siated Press.)—Winter’s icy breath 
today blew over virtually all the 
United States from the Ohio river 
valley to the Pacifie coast. 

The severe cold, which, for five 
days, has reigned in the northwest, 
swept eastward early today on the 
heels of a sleet and snow storm. The 


tumbling mercury was pushed farther 
down by the eastward movement of a 
storm of rain, snow and sleet from the 
southwest. 

Tonight the middlewest, southwest 
and northwest regions were locked in 
the grip of zero or sub-zero tempera- 
tures, while the Pacific coast region 
experienced weather slightly milder. 

Some Sections Isolated. 


Sections of the middlewest were iso- 
lated entirely from outside wire com- 
munications by the sleet and snow, 
followed by the freezing weather. Sev- 
eral persons lost their lives as the in- 
direct result of the storm. Trains 
were proceeding to destination hours 
behind schedules and live stock in the 
plains states was reported suffering 
from the cold. In some sections, there 
was fear of a fuel shortage. 

Relief from the severe cold to some 
extent was expected tomorrow, al- 
though forecasts for the region indi- 
cated that there would be no consider- 
able moderation in the next 24 hours. 

The storm probably did its greatest 
damage to wire communication. Wires 
and poles were down over sections of 
Illinois, Missouri, Texas, Indiana and 
southern Oklahoma and other middle- 
west states, until some sections were 
entirely isolated from the outside 
world by wire channels. 

News Is Radiocasted. 

The Associated Press tonight again 
resorted to radiocasting in order to 
deliver news of the outside world to 
a number of its member newspapers, 
sending from Station WMAQ, the 
broadcasting station of the Chicago 
Daily News. 

Southern Illinois was entirely cut 
off from outside communication by 
wire, while interurban and telephone 
service also was badly crippled. 

The southwest and southeast wires 
of the Associated Press were crippled 
and wire facilities to the east were 
only about 25 per cent normal. In 
Missquri, Jefferson City and Sprinz- 
fiell were iselated and there were 
breaks in the net work of A. P. leased 
wires between southern Oklahoma and 
northern Texas and bétween Dallas 
and El] Paso.

ALLIES ATTITUDE 
ALARMS GERMANY 


Rerlin, December 19.—The speech 
of Lord Curzon in London last night 
forecasting that the Cologne area will 
not be evacuated January 10 (five 
years from the date of the exchange 
of ratifications of the treaty of Ver- 
snilles) is viewed with consternation 


by the German foreign office. 
evacuation on that date, it is de 
clared, would be regarded as a breach 
of the Versailles treaty. 

The foreign office takes the view 
that “the triumphant onward march 
of the fulfillment and reconstruction 
policy, which has constantly won over 
wider circles of the German popula- 
tion, will be abruptly halted and the 
direst inner’ political consequences 
ensue” if the allies, without consult- 
ing the German government sends it 
a note informing it of their decision 
not to evacuate. 

The foreign office sees in Lord Cur- 
zon’s statement evidence that the 
allies already have agreed on their 
policy and it considers the failure to 
negotiate with Germany as “extremely 
painful.” 

The forming of a new German gov- 
ernment will be much more difficult, 
it is declared, if the allies fail to 
treat Germany as a contracting party 
to the treaty who must be heard be- 
fore the contract can be altered.
